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REPORT FROM THE ROUND ROOM — 1969 


It is that time of year again when the days begin to 
grow longer, the seed catalogues are arriving, Town 
Meeting Day (time to plant the tomato seeds) is just 
around the corner and this Report is due. In this narra- 
tive about our Town’s affairs since the last Annual Meet- 
ing an effort is made to make the lists of figures presented 
in this book more understandable, and to review events 
of the year that do not appear in the figures; and perhaps 
more importantly, to point out some of the subjects to 
be presented in the Warrant for your consideration. First 
about the year just past. 


In the Report for 1968 the matter of tax base, tax 
rate, and appropriations was considered in breadth and 
depth, and need not be dealt with in such detail so soon 
again. However, the direction we are being forced to take 
is of ever mounting concern and the following “Thumb 
Nail Views” are presented to bring to the fore-front what 
has happened; and to provide a little back ground so that 
the voters thoughts and actions may be guided with this 
information. 


The base year in these “Thumb Nail Views’ is 1967, 
as this was the year of the re-evaluation and also the first 
full year of the change in the school districting.

The conclusions one may make from the above brief 
tables, seem obvious. A 20 to 25% increase in tax rate 
per year when translated into the number of Dollars— 
we—must pay each year on our real estate brings the 
problem into clear focus for each of us. The difficult job 
is to see and understand that how we vote in March results 
in the tax bill in September (or later). This vote-to-tax- 
bill story is such an old song and dance routine, and is so 
very trite that it hardly seems worth while to repeat it. 
For a quick rule of thumb, though, with the present valua- 
tion: for each $1,000.00 to be raised by taxes the rate 
increases .136c per $1,000.00 of valuation: or for each 
$10,000.00 raised, the rate increases $1.36 per thousand of 
valuation. As presently suggested the increase in the Tax 
Rate for school purposes alone would be $4.18. Keep that 
One in mind as you vote. 


Review of 1969 


Town Hall Once again the projects in the building 
were not exactly of our choosing, but never-the-less repairs 
were made and we are better off for them, viz. a furnace 
replacement of the small unit; and slate roof and valley 
repairs over the main entrance. 


Town Officers The new secretary is a welcome addi- 
tion to the Round Room; and she brings relief of the 
onerous office work; and one can also note considerable 
improvement in the filing and other chores. 
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Keyser Lake The aeration at the Lake was continued 
in the summer of 1969 and with notable success; we are 
receiving national and perhaps international attention from 
this experiment. While everyone recognizes that this is a 
temporary palliative it is a welcome relief from the extreme 
discoloration of the water that we have had. In the Fall 
we learned that this destratification project was to be dis- 
continued; and it was particularly disturbing that the 
reason for discontinuance was because comments from 
this area indicating that the treatment was not successful 
had reached the New England Regional Commission. That 
latter organization had given a technical assistance grant 
to the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission to make the work at the Lake possible. A 
letter campaign, instigated by us, from interested citizens 
to the New England Regional Commission expressed their 
gratitude and the importance of continuing the experiment; 
many of these letters, in instances where we received cop- 
ies, were lengthy, thoughtful and well-expressed. At this 
writing it is expected that the destratification process in the 
Lake will be carried on in the summer of 1970. It has been 
suggested that an appropriation toward the expense of this 
project be made in order to demonstrate the sincerity of 
the Town of its interest in improving the quality of the 
water. The sum of $500.00 is proposed for this purpose. 
We are advised that the total cost of the project, rent of 
compressors, divers, technician, etc. is about $6,500.00. 


Fire Department. After ten years of conscientious ser- 
vice, Earl Rowe turned over the Chief’s responsibilities to 
Carroll Thompson. Many and great improvements in the 
fire station, the equipment were made during Earl’s tenure 
of the office; and the enthusiasm and interest of the men in 
the Department reflect his fine leadership. The Town is 
grateful to him for his unstinting contribution of time and 
energy and his constant devotion to duty. 


Perambulation. The septenniel perambulation of the 
Town lines, where Sutton abuts Newbury, Warner and 
‘Wilmot was made in the Fall. We still believe in this 
practise; and we find that over the years by markings and 
better descriptions and directions that the points are more 
readily found. While many towns have ceased to perform 
this duty it is interesting to note that the 1969 Legislature 
considers perambulations of importance as the Statutes 
were amended to require the filing of a return of the per-

ambulations with the Secretary of State as well as to be 
recorded in the books of the respective towns. We believe 
that we made a record of sorts in 1969 by actually walking 
the entire length of the Newburyline, seven miles in one 
day. The assistance of Merle Rich with his car to meet us 
at appropriate points with the lunch, and at the terminal 
point to get us back to our vehicle was invaluable. 


A Look Ahead to 1970 


Town Meeting 


By petition an article in the Warrant asks if the Town 
will approve of having two sessions for Town Meeting, the 
first session on the second Tuesday in March as by Statute 
for the election of officers on the official ballot, and any 
other action required to be on a ballot; and a second ses- 
sion on a date set by the Selectmen for transaction of other 
business. This change is made possible by another new 
piece of legislation from the 1969 session. In our opinion 
the procedure of having two separate sessions would 
greatly relieve the log jam that results in trying to have 
balloting, counting and business session all in one day as 
has been our practise in recent years. The question re- 
questioning two sessions is submitted on the ballot with the 
candidates for Town office. 


Tax Collector’s Salary 


The stipend for the Collector’s services at present is 
1% of collections and that officer pays the costs of the 
office. Many towns, in fact most of them, have now 
changed to pay a flat salary, and the town picks up the 
costs. In view of rapidly expanding Tax Warrants (i. e. 
greatly increased collectibles), and the general practise of 
a stated salary, it is proposed that the salary for the Tax 
Collector of the Town be $1,200.00 per year, beginning 
January 1, 1971; and the Town to pay the costs. The pro- 
posal is stated in Article 12. 


Road Agent 

Another change in administrative procedure is sug- 
gested in Article 11, namely the appointment of the Road 
Agent by the Selectmen. Appointment would strengthen 
the lines of responsibility and control flowing between Road 
Agent and Selectmen, and vice versa. Also this method 
would permit more careful screening of candidates. 
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Land Purchase ; 

Article #9 asks the Town about the purchase of a 
small tract of land that lies between the Town’s garage 
land and the Mills Cemetery. Mr. Salo, the owner, has 
sold his home in the Mill Village and has offered this land 
to the Town for $900.00. Purchase of this tract would 
place all the land on the southerly side of the Village Road 
from the Free Will Baptist Church property to Route #114 
under Town ownership. 


Employees’ Retirement 

Article #10 asks that the Town will include the High- 
way Department employees in the State of New Hampshire 
Retirement System. This is another step in offering to our 
employees some of the “fringe” benefits that they might 
find in other types of employment. 


Other Articles by Petition 

Change of Name of Wilmot Road _ A petition request- 
ing that the Town vote on the proposal to change the 
name of the Wilmot Road to Kearsage Valley Road is in- 
cluded in Article #18. The petitioners point out that the 
New Hampshre Department of Public Works and Highways 
would erect directional signs bearing this new road near 
the 1-89 interchange, and this would be beneficial in guid- 
ing patrons to a commercial enterprise that bears a similar 
name. 


Conservation Commission 

Article #17 is a request to see whether the Town 
would establish a conservation commission as allowed by 
Statute. 


NORTH ROAD AND STEVENS BROOK BRIDGE 


Now to the granddaddy of all problems; the question 
of constructing or re-constructing the North Road from 
1-89 interchange to the Kearsarge Regional High School. 
Again to briefly review the past before trying to speak 
about the future. 

You will recall that under Article #9 in the Warrant 
for the 1969 Meeting a sum not to exceed $15,000.00 for 
the purpose of constructing a bridge over Stevens Brook 
on the North Road in conjunction with the State Town 
Bridge Aid Program, the State to supply a like amount, 
was voted affirmatively. The vote on this question required 
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a majority and was so passed; and the $15,000.00 was 
raised by taxes in 1969. 

In accordance with this vote application for bridge aid 
was submitted to the Commissioner of Public Works and 
Highways by the Town under date of March 11, 1969. 
During the course of the year the engineering studies were 
made and the “‘bridge’’ was designed. On October 29, 1969 
James H. Hayes, Governor’s Council Member, Floyd L. 
Avery for the Commissioner of Public Works and High- 
ways, met with the Selectmen on the bridge site, and a 
“Memorandum of Town Bridge Aid Meeting” was signed 
by all present. Some of the highlights of the memorandum 
are: The findings of this board that the bridge being on 
Class V Highway, the Town is eligible to aid under law; and 
that the condition of the existing bridge is such that public 
convenience and necessity does warrant the project. 


The procedure is for the Commission to advertise and 
receive bids and award the contract as in the case of State 
work, but with the consent and approval of the Selectmen. 
The Commissioner to supervise the work of construction 
through his duly authorized assistants. The bridge so con- 
structed is to be maintained by the Town. 

The costs of procuring temporary and permanent 
rights-of-way are to be paid by the Town. 


The cost of the work shail be apportioned between 
State and Town 50/50; that preliminary estimates are 
approximate only and are not binding in making the final 
settlement between State and Town: that is the Town’s 
share is 50% of actual costs. The estimate of actual cost 
is 23,000.00 to 25,000.00,, at any rate it is expected that 
the whole of the appropriation will not be required. 


The “bridge’’ designed is to be 11’-7” x 77-5” Structural 
Plate Pipe Arch, approximately 68’ long with approximately 
100’ of approaches. 

The “bridge” project was advertised for bids in Jan- 
uary on which proposals will be received until 2:00 P. M. 
Eastern Standard Time, on the nineteenth day of February 
1970. One of the conditions of the proposal is that the 
work is to be completed on or before July 31, 1970. Due 
to the deadline of submitting material for the Town Report 
the actual figures submitted will come too late to be in- 
cluded in this narrative; and the closing date for the pro- 
posals is the day after the scheduled Hearing on the North 
Road. 
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On Article #10 the question of appropriation of 
$100,000.00 for making improvements to the North Road, 
and the authorization to the Selectmen to borrow money 
therefor, the vote required a two thirds count, and this 
was not obtained. However, the Meeting was to be re- 
convened October 14, 1969 to reconsider Article 10 after 
more certain costs of construction and land acquisition 
were determined in the interim. Also in a companion 
Article it was voted that the costs of the survey of the 
North Road were to be paid out of current Town Road Aid 
funds. An amendment to the vote on Article #10 was also 
passed, and ‘that was that the Selectmen be instructed to 
consult: ‘with (the) Regional School Board and report at 
this reconvened meeting, to see if this Board will go along 
with the Town of Sutton on the cost of construction and 
maintenance of this road throughout the years’. 


The Annual Meeting was in fact re-convened, but im- 
mediately adjourned because the 1969 Legislature had en- 
acted a new Statute for the presentation of, and voting on 
the borrowing of money in excess of $20,000.00 by Towns 
and School Districts. The new procedure is for a duly 
notified hearing to be conducted, at which time the Select- 
men (or School Board) vote on the proposition to be 
presentd to the voters. A voting meeting is held after 
a two week notice and the proposal as projected by the 
Selectmen is voted on a special ballot. This voting meet- 
ing permits the voter to express his wish, yes or no, on 
the proposition anytime during a six hour period. Also 
by October 14 the preliminary estimate of costs of the 
road were not obtainable from New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Highways, and until the plans 
were firmed up it was impossible to arrive at a figure 
for the acquisition of land as had been requested by the 
Town Meeting. 


During the 1969 Legislative Season Senator Alf 
Jacobson of District #7 entered Senate: Bill #260 on 
our behalf. This proposed: An Act creating a Class II high- 
way. “After the effective date of this act, the 1.1 miles of 
highway known as the Old North Road, beginning from 
exit 10 on Route 89 southeast to the entrance of the Kear- 
sarge Regional school building is classified as a class II 
highway. The state shall maintain this road in both winter 
and summer.” By reclassifying this highway by Legislative 
action to Class II the State would pay one half the cost of 
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construction and would also maintain the road forever 
afterwards. On two occasions the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Highways indicated that ‘‘they” 


- would be favorable toward this bill. However, on its route 


through the State House maze Senate Bill #260 was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Works and Transpor- 
tation’ and’'a hearing was held before this group. The 
Selectmen and some interested citizens appeared to speak 
in favor of the bill; and reprsentative from the State 
Board of Education also spoke in its favor. The Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Highways sent over Mr. Floyd 
Avery to speak against the bill, this in spite of the assur- 
ances previously mentioned. The Committee of Public 
Works and Transportation turned in a report of ‘“inex- 
pedient: to legislate’. In the Senate Mr. Jacobson was 
able to overturn the Committee’s report and the bill went 
on to the House of Representatives where it was killed for 
good and all in the last days of the Session. The Concord 
Monitor in the June 2, 1969 edition reported as follows: 


“Relying solely on argumentative reasoning, Sen. Alf 
Jacobson, R-New London, convinced the Senate to over- 
the road leading to the Kearsarge Regional ‘School in 
turn a committee report and involve the state in improving 
Sutton.” 

“The Senate Public Works Committee urged the bill 
be killed, arguing that it was a dangerous precedent to set. 
Speaking for the committee, Chairman Charles Armstrong, 
R-Littleton, said this is a problem for the town of Sutton 
and the school district there.” 

“Senator Jacobson urged passage of the bill, saying to 
do so would only be just. The cost of repairing the 1.1 
mile stretch of road and bridge on it was set at $132,000.00. 
If the bill is not passed the entire cost would be carried by 
the town of Sutton.” 

“Jacobson said the town has turned down the project 
once ‘because they just can’t afford it.’ He said that to 
make the ‘repairs with Town Road Aid (TRA) funds from 
the state would mean a loss of TRA for the next ten years.” 

“Tf the bill passes, the cost of the repairs will be split 
50-50 by the town and the state. The bill after initial ap- 
proval went to the Senate Finance Committee.” 

The matter of the responsibility for financing the cost 
of the construction of the North Road has been answered 
in our consultations with Town Counsel: no other town, or 
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the school district may appropriate money to be spent on 
our road. The entire financing of this road is the respon- 
sibility of the Town of Sutton. Unless a Legislative enabl- 
ing act was sought and obtained to permit the six other 
towns, or the school district to spend money on Sutton’s 
road. 


Acting on instruction from the Town Meeting (see 
amendment mentioned above) the Selectmen were to con- 
sult with the school board on the matter of sharing expense 
of construction and maintainance with the school district. 
Such a meeting was held in the Fall and the progress con- 
cerning the road was presented to them. Since we now 
know that the district may not appropriate money for the 
road we asked if together we should seek an enabling act to 
permit such expenditure by the district. The answer of the 
school board was “NO”. 


Two places, the Legislature, and the school district, 
where we could find some relief from the burden of the cost 
of constructing this road single handed, were closed to us. 


The survey of the North Road was completed early in 
the summer, and a road designed, the cost of this is 
$6,255.77; to be paid for as per vote on Article #8 out of 
current T.R.A. funds; and leaving a balance of $5,478.74. 
Also preliminary engineering work was done to determine 
the nature of the land over which the road might be build. 
The New Hampshire Department of Public Works and 
Highways Design Division estimates the total cost of the 
North road to be $142,286.00, exclusive of right of way 
costs that have to be acquired by the Town. 


After study into the cost of acquiring the necessary 
land for the right of way we believe that a figure for 
acquisition will be in the vicinity of $5,000.00. 


The Hearing, as described above, is now set for Feb- 
ruary 18, and the special ballot voting is to take place 12 
Noon to 6:30 P. M. on Town Meeting Day, at the same time 
that the Annual election of officers takes place. By the time 
this report reaches you the decision as to what proposition 
to put on the ballot for voting Town Meeting Day will have 
been made. At this time we can only spell out the possible 
choices that might be presented. At the Hearing February 
18, the following suggestions will be outlined, although in 
more detail: 
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A. Construction by T.R.A. Funds 
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Construction based on plans as prepared by New Hamp- 
shire Department of Public Works and Highways. 

Bids requested from private contractors based on plans 
as in (1) above. 

Town to borrow $125,000.00, (debt limit $125,225.00). 
Supervision of construction by Engineer of Department 
of Public Works and Highways. 

Principal payments to be made by applying annual 
T.R.A. money. 

Interest to be paid by Town:

It is our opinion that the voters of this Town are cap- 
able of making a wise decision in this matter when present- 
ed with the opportunity to do so, and therefore, a proposi- 
tion will be presented to the Annual Meeting for the voters’ 
choice. It should be pointed out that to finance any worth- 
while work on the North Road the Town will have to bor- 
row up to its debt limit, or nearly so. In the event of 
some unforeseen problem, need for further borrowing might 
arise and we would find ourselves unable to raise such 
funds. Also, money lending institutions might not be so in- 
terested in further loans to us if the outstanding debt was so 
near the limit. We submit that the burden of the cost of this 
road is too great, because the future is unforeseeable as to 
the exteni that other problems may contribute to the tax 
load, as for example pollution control, dump, sewage, etc. 
Also, by tying down our T.R.A. funds on one road for ten 
years it would be necessary to raise additional money for 
construction programs in other parts of the Town.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


A number of subjects were considered by your Plan- 
ning Board during 1969. One of the more important 
items was the impending problem of location of a new 
sanitary land fill area, or in other words, a new dump. 
State regulations placing a time limit upon the burning 
of refuse and the limited capacity of the present dump, 
make it imperative that a new and more suitable site be 
sought for the disposal of the Town’s refuse during the 
years ahead. Site studies were conducted for possible 
location of such an area. Also under investigation is the 
possibility of an incinerator or other device to be used 
in lieu of the land fill means of disposal. We expect to 
submit recommendations regarding this matter in 1970. 


The Planning Board has been considering subdivision 
regulations for several years and again this past year. 
We investigated ordinances of other communities similar 
to Sutton plus suggested methods of control as printed 
and distributed by the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Economic Development. Simply stated, Subdivision 
control means that the town can exercise long range con- 
trol over future growth of our community by well planned 
regulations publicly declared in advance. To a large 
extent this control is accomplished by approval or dis- 
approval of street or road locations, designs and _ con- 
struction, the layout and grading of lots and drainage 
and sewage systems. The reason being to provide the 
most desirable development possible. Incidentally, it is 
interesting to note that in Sutton there are already sixteen 
areas of private development that are within the category 
of subdivisions. 


The Planning Board is of the opinion that it is in the 
best interest of the future of Sutton to adopt Article No. 
15 in the Town Warrant, which will empower the Board 
to draw up proposed subdivision regulations which may 
be later adopted following a public hearing. 


Various other matters were taken up by the Board 
during the year, including the completion of up-to-date 
copies of the Zoning and Building Ordinances; the erection 
of the Town road signs already prepared pursuant to 
the 1968 Town Meeting authorization; and the recom- 
mendation of other warning or directional signs designed 
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to add to the safety and convenience of the users of the 
Town highways. 


We think that Sutton may very well experience a 
considerable amount of growth over the next few years. 
We have progressed well over the past years and our 
future looks good. Because we feel there is community 
pride in Sutton we would close with a quotation from an 
address by Ezekiel A. Straw, President of Manchester 
Savings Bank. He was referring to the development of 
New Hampshire when he said—‘‘When each of us stands 
at a point ten years in the future and looks to assess 
what has gone before, we will have to accept some measure 
of responsibility for it.’ “Is it to be a panorama of 
decently planned, carefully developed and _ reasonably 
financed communities or will it be the scarred lands of 
so many ghettos in the pines?”
